This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claims 1-18, drawn to a process of making silica. 
Group II, claims 19-26, drawn to silica and process of using silica. 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The method of claims 1-18 comprising using olivine which contains Mg, Fe, and 
Si and additive components including HCI, sodium aluminate, which components 
contain CI, Na, and Al. The silica of claims 19-26 require the presence of Ca and S 
which elements are not present in the method of claims 1-18. Therefore, the silica 
product of claims 19-26 is not a product resulted from the method of claims 1-18. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
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not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse.

4. The claims as currently presented are confusing. The claims contain multiple 
occurrences of the terms "optional" and "preferably", which render the scope of the 
claims unascertainable. Claims 25 and 26 are not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps 
involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process. See for example 
Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). Amendment of claims is suggested.
